DIXIECON VI (that's what the results leaflet says, but wasn't 
the 1990 event DIXIECON V?) was held, as usual, over 
Memorial Day Weekend (last Monday in May) at the 
University of North Carolina in Chapel Hill. (Note next year's 
Dixiecon will be the following weekend.) In addition to the 
Diplomacy tournament, with 43 participants (although only 37 
played in enough games to be scored, so the winner gets 85 
IDTR points - still, that was more than DIPCON), David Hood 
managed to throw in tournaments in Titan, 1830, and United, 
as well as a miniatures event and a game of Advanced 
Civilization.
